remarkable manifestations of ‘spir-. 


-itual power, that characterized the 
apostolic period, the great ignor- 
ance then prevailing as to the 
nature of this power, should betray 
itself in the writing recording or 
treating of the evehts then current, 
in which spiritual agencies were 
actively present. 


In this want. of knowledge, wai 


find the explanation of. the indis- 
criminate use of the different terms 


by which they designate the agen- 


cies engaged in producing spiritual 
manifestations, often of precisely 
similar character, even as: their 
fathers had done before them. 

The phrase ‘‘Holy Ghost” “Holy 
Spirit’ “Spirit of God” the ‘Spirit? 
etc., appears to have been used 
without consideration as to the pe- 
cnliar fitness of one appellation. 
above another, in accounting for the 
spiritual agency jn each case, and 
itis impossible to detect any dis- 
tinctive meaning in the terms used 
and it is quite -vident that the 
writers themselves employed these. 
without any such understanding. 

This want of knowledge by. the 
primitive christians, of the modes 


of operation of spiritual power, and | 


' of the agencies concerned, and the. 


disposition to magnify the manifes- 


tations of this power by human 
spirits or angels into the direct in- 
tervention of God himself, also 
characterized their successors in 
the church, so that we. find.even 
where the New Testament writers 
nave attributed certain influences 
or ‘manifestations, 
agency, namely, that of spirit. 

So that at the present time itis 
the generally received opinion in 


Christian church, that all manifes- 


‘tations of spirit power recorded in 
the Bible, that were not diabolical. 


were produced directly by divine . 


agency or by divine command: and 
various ways in which human spir- 


its furnish evidence of their active 


and potent intervention in the 
affairs of men are vertually ignored. 
When the Bible as a whole, SO 


clearly sets forth to an unpreju-. 


diced mind, the agency. and power 
of spirits, both good and evil, in in- 


fluencing and controlling the speech | 


and acticns of men, it seems to be 


highly inconsistent for the church 


to attribute every spiritual influence 
where the agency is not definitely 


stated in the New Testament, to 


the “Holy Spirit” or the ‘Holy 
Ghost,” assuming the latter to be 
what the church declares, 

This error has always. been per- 
nicious, and with the fathers of the 
church, it lead to the adoption of di- 
verse opinions, some of which be-

‘“‘body,’’ and hereby ` we know that 
he abideth in us, by the spirit which 
he hath given us. ‘‘Beloved;, be- 
lieve not every spirit, but try ‘the 
spirits whether they are of God” 
John 3-24. We here find the word 
‘‘spirit’ in the first verse used as 
we find it employed in other places, 
where it is claimed to mean espec- 
ially Ged’s spirit; but this is evi- 
dently not the sense in which it is 
here used. 

I would here equine the reader 


in judging of this subject, not to be 
led from the true meaning through 
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the placing.of a capital S at the be- 
gining of the word spirits, as is so 
generally done in the Bible, but to 
read the word as spelled with a 
smalls, and he will in many cases, 

be surprised to find how much light 
is thrown upon its meaning by this 
Simple and sensible typographical 
change. For what man knoweth 
the things of a man, save the spirit 
of man, “which is in him; even so 
the things of God knoweth no man, 
but the spirit of God.—1 Cor. 2-11, 


Are we sure that the phrase spirit 
of God, here means God, the spirit, 
suppose we change a portion of the 
sentence and cause it to read thus: 
“For what man knoweth the things ` 
of @man, save the spirit of man 
which is in him; even so the things 
of God knoweth no man, but the 
spirit which is ot God,” this cer- 
tainly makes good sense of it, and 
is not only entirely reasonable, but 
should if necessity be true, as none 
but glorified spirits can in any con- 
sideratle degree comprehend spir- 
itual things. Daily in our midst, 
warnings “of Impending dangers are 
given by Spirits. 


What the prophet here ascribes 
to the ‘‘Holy Ghost,’’ we should as- 
crite to some friendly spirit. who 
had seen into the future to the ex- 
tent here indicated, and it must be 
evident to every reflecting mind 
that the prophet could not possibly 
have known whether the impres- 
sion was made by the ‘Holy Ghost’ 
or by a human disembodied spirit. 


That it was a Spirit, is quite cer- 
tain, because spirits have done such 
things in innumerahle instances, 
and we are now doing them daily, 
and that it was not the ‘‘Holy 
Ghost” according to the churchal 
definition, it is also nearly certain, 
for the reason, that we have never 
had any knowledge that such an 
incomprehensible agency existed, 


and we can cannot conceive how it 


can exist, while we do know that 
there are spirits, and that every 
man is influenced and impressed by 
them. 


It is therefore, ees reasonable 
to assume, that a Spirit impressed 
the prophet, whom the latter mis- 
took for the unexplainable, and ap- 
parently unnecessary being or 
myth known as the ‘Holy Ghost.”

The distinguishing characteristie 
of “religion” is worship, and wor- 
ship orignated in the personal or 
anthropomorphic idea of God. 
Men do not usually worship an 
‘‘omnipresence’—not tn a temple 
and with the aid of a priesthood. 
Scientists do not thus worship 
‘‘matter,” nor sphilosephers, the 
absolute or Infinite Being.
